Applicant asserts that because the examiner noted that the Gold et al. reference (US 5,270,163) has both a common inventor and 
asignee with the instant application and as such it constitutes prior art only under 35 USC 102(e), the statement provided by applicant 
under 35 USC 103(c) should disqualify Gold et al. as a reference. 

Although the prior art was noted as being qualified under 35 USC 102(e), upon further review it is apparent that the date of the issued 
patent qualifies as a statutory bar under 35 USC 102(b). The reference cited to applicant, Gold et al., has a patent date of 12/14/1993. 
As explained in the office action mailed 12/28/2004 and reiterated in the final office action mailed 4/18/05, the instant application has 
been afforded an effective filing date of 7/29/99. Therefore, the Gold et al. reference cannot be overcome with a statement under 35 USC 
103(c). 

Additionally, the arguments provided by applicant do not overcome the pending 35 USC 103(a) rejection for the reasons of record set 
forth in the office actions mailed 12/28/04 and 4/18/05. Applicant argues that none of the references specifically disclose the 
development of nucleic acid ligands to c-met and that motivation is not present to support the combination of references. On the 
contrary, the prior art teaches a method comprising each of the claimed method steps to obtain various nucleic acid ligands and further 
teaches motivation to particularly bind to HGF and inhbit its binding to its receptor, c-met, as explained in the office action mailed 
12/28/04 and maintained 4/18/05. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to utilize the prior art method specifically 
with c-met. 
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
